Please note that some va- 
rieties naturally make small rhizomes, and that stock shipped in ear- 
ly summer will be smaller than that shipped later. 


GUARANTEE is made that stock shipped is healthy, free from pests 
and true to name. Any error in filling orders will be rectified, and any 
stock which fails to arrive in good shape will be replaced if notice is 
sent at once. The right to refund at our option is reserved.
